ABRAHAM  CHITTENDEN,  the  son  of 
Abraham  and  Mary  Chittenden  was  born  at 
Guilford,  Connecticut,  on  August  lo,  1751. 

He  resided  at  Guilford,  Connecticut,  when  he 
entered  the  service  in  the  spring  of  1776,  being 
appointed  by  Colonel  Andrew  Ward,  as  Adjutant 
of  his  regiment,  and  he  served  as  such  until 
October  1776,  when  he  was  discharged  by  reason 
of  indisposition. 

In  April  1777,  when  General  Tryon  burned 
Danbury,  he  again  acted  as  Adjutant  of  Colonel 
Andrew  Ward's  Regiment  for  one  week. 

In  June  1777,  General  Andrew  Ward  appointed 
him  Brigade  Major  of  his  Brigade  of  Militia; 
and  in  the  fall  of  1777,  he  was  stationed  with  the 
brigade  at  Fishkill  and  Redhook  to  watch  the 
motions  of  the  British  Fleet  in  the  North  River. 
This  tour  of  service  lasted  six  weeks.  In  the 
summer  of  1779,  after  General  Tryon's  army  left 
New  Haven,  he  was  engaged  with  part  of  the 
brigade  in  fortifying  the  lower  part  of  that  town 
and  in  building  a  fort  on  Beacon  Hill  in  East 
Haven,  and  served  at  this  time  for  six  weeks. 

He  died  March  4,  1848.

and  send  all  they  can  togather  with  such  pots  as 
they  can  possibly  spare  to  thier  Suffering  fellow 
Soldiers  till  such  time  as  they  can  be  provided  the 
tents  &*"  are  to  be  sent  to  M"  Courtrights  House 
who  will  cause  them  to  be  deliver**  to  those  Regi- 
ments standing  most  in  need  of  them,  which  Regi- 
ments must  be  answerable  for  thier  return  when 
call''  for 

The  Gen"  hopes  that  Soldiers  fighting  in  such 
a  cause  as  ours  will  not  be  discourage''  by  any 
Difficulties  that  may  offer  and  enforms  them  that 
the  Ground  he  now  possesses  is  to  be  defended 
at  all  events  any  officer  or  soldier  who  upon  the 
approach  or  attack  of  the  Enemy's  forces  either

on  the  Spirited  and  willing  men  who  disdain  such 
scandalous  Practices 

The  Gen^*  would  remind  all  officers  of  the 
indesputable  necessity  their  is  of  each  of  them 
exerting  himself  in  the  department  he  acts  in  and 
that  where  this  is  the  case  Oh!  the  advantages  aris- 
ing from  it  as  an  army  let  it  be  ever  so  large  they 
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move  like  clockwork  whereas  without  it  it  is  no 
better  than  an  ungovernable  machine  it  serves 
only  to  perplex  and  distract  those  who  attempt

the  26*"  that  the  corps  may  know  how  to  repare 
to  them  and  defend  them  to  the  best  advantage  and 
to  be  repeated  until  the  Officers  and  Men  be  well 
acquainted  with  the  ground  and  the  post
